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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 23-25 and 33 remain rejected for reason of 
record under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Belvisi et al (1997, British Journal of Pharmacology 120, p910-916). Applicant 
argues since the limitation of non-rejected claim 28 is imported to the base claim 23, the rejection should be withdrawn. This argument 
has been fully considered but found unpersuaive because at least one of the reference i.e. Belvisi et al teach method of detecting Cox-2 
specific metabolites in a human subject. Applicant's attention is directed at the Methods section at page 91 1 , where the sample is 
obtained from human subjects ages 24-37, thus anticipating instant claims. Applicant further argues that the cited reference fail to teach 
detecting a metabolite of a COX-2 selective substrate but this argument is not persuasive because the instant specification at page 10 
lines 9-1 1 says that "a COX-2 selective substrate" is a substrate not significantly transformed by COX-1 but transformed significantly by a 
COX-2. All of the substrates under the heading Measurement of COX activity at page 91 1 of the art appear to be within the scope of a 
COX-2 selective substrate.. 
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
